The city demanded that no fare 
rise be granted unless the com- 
pany first clearly convinces the 
commission that its service is 


“fully adequate to meet all rea- |. 


sonable needs in the metropol- 
itan area.” Further, the city de- 
clared thé company should give 
Satisfactory assurance to the 
commission that good service will 
be maintained, if it is to get any 
revenue increase. 
Suburbs Included. 

It was significant that the city’s 
petition referred plainly to serv- 
ice in the metropolitan area— 
clearly including St. Louis county 
suburbs—rather than the city 
alone. An unusual step was that 
the. petition was signed by Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst as well as by 
City Counselor James E. Crowe 
and Crowe’s associate specializing 
in utility matters, Forrest G. Fer- 
ris Jr. 

The state commission was called 
on by the city’s petition to make 
an “impartial and independent 
inquiry” into Public Service Co.’s 
service, in order to fix “minimum 
standards of service which may 
not be departed from, except with 
the commission’s permission and 
upon a proper showing.” 

This request, if acted on by the 
commission, would result in a di- 
rect attack on the question of 
service by the official agency 
charged with regulating the tran- 
sit utility, As has been shown re- 
peatedly, there has been a con- 
tinuing decline in the volume and 
character of bus and streetcar

Answering questions at a press 
conference at the military air- 
port a few minutes before ‘he 
took off at 11:21 a. m. for Paris 
in the Constellation plane Colum- 
bine, the famous soldier asserted 
that “as of this moment” his job 
as supreme Allied commander in 
Europe was too important for 
him to express a partisan (politi- 
cal) view. 

‘I Never Interfere.’ 

He said that nobody had been 
authorized by him to work for the 
presidency but he put it in these 
general terms: 

“No one can be authorized to 
act for anyone. If I have friends 
that have been my friends for so

City Denies Emergency. 

The city denied vigorously the 
company’s assertion, in its fare 
rise petition filed Oct. 24, that 
there is any emergency need for 
action on fares. “It asked bluntly 
that any such an “immediate and 
emergency” rise be refused. 

‘In this denial of any critical 
condition confronting Public Serv- 
ice, the city set out the following 
list of things which make it “ob- 
viously apparent” there is no need 
for quick action on the fare mat- 
ter: 

The earnings record of Pub- 
lic Service Co. (45 per cent of 
whose stock is owned by Na- 
tional City Lines, Inc. of Chi- 
cago). 

Payment by Public Service 
of an aggrégate of $4,843,000 in 
dividends “for the period of 
1947 to date.” 

The company’s “demonstrat- 
ed ability to finance recent 
large capital additions.” (This 
appeared to refer to purchase 
of busses on equipment notes 
financed by banks.) 

The fact that Public Service 
Co. has an earned surplus of 
$7,998,500, constituting part of 
the equity belonging to the 
stockholders, as well as a bal- 
ance of $15,400,000 in its de- 
prediation reserve account. 

Total lack of any bonded in- 
debtedness. 

The company’s “admitted 
ability promptly to meet all its 
operating expenses, including 
taxes.” - 


Becoming “Intolerable.” 

The city’s petition declared that 
its sole purpose is to arrive at a 
satisfactory solution of the mass 
transportation problem in_ the 
metropolitan area. It declared this 
problem now is “rapidly approach- 
ing an intolerable condition.” Ref- 
erence was made to the efforts of 
the Mayor’s Mass Transportation 
Committee and the special alder- 
manic committee created last Fri- 
day to help solve the problem. 

“The present wholly unsatisfac- 
tory mass transportation situation 
in both St. Louis and St. Louis 
county,” said the city, “is the di- 
rect result of the (Public Service 
Co.’s) insistence on constantly in- 
creasing fares, regardless ‘of all 
other considerations.” 

This was the company’s stand, 
the city continued, although “each 
fare increase has admittedly re- 
sulted in marked decline in pa- 
tronage,” whereupon the company 
has further insisted on reducing 
service to conform to the drop in 
riding. If this “vicious cycle” is 
permitted to continue, the city 
said, service would be cut to the 
“irreducible minimum at the 
maximum possible fare.” 

The present fare rise proposal, 
effecting all present fares except 
the basie 15-cent cash fare, would 
call for $2,600,000 more revenue 
annually, and would be the sixth 
fare increase since 1947, for a 
total of more than $10,000,000 a 
year, the city related.

GENERAL ALARM FIRE RAGES

Blaze Out of Control, Whipped 
by High Wind Blowing 
from Ocean. 

ATLANTIC: CITY, N.J., Nov. 6 
(UP)—A general alarm fire dam- 
aged four boardwalk shops this 
afternoon and threatened to 
spread to other buildings on the 
ocean front.

The strike was termed “pro- 
gressive,” meaning that only the 
four key roads and their subsidi- 
aries would be affected initially, 
but that walkouts might be or- 
dered later on other rail systems. 

75,000 Affected by Dispute. 

Robertson’s union represents 
105,000 rail firemen, enginemen 
and yardmen, but not more than 
75,000 of these are affected by 
the current dispute. The union 
announced Oct. 24 that a mem- 
bership vote favored a strike 10 
to one, 

The union chief said there had 
been a deadlock for 13 -months 
over demands for a general wage 
increase and a 40-hour week for 
men in yard service. Most recent 
demands have been for an 184- 
cent hourly general increase, plus 
an additional 15% cents hourly 
for men in yard service until a 
40-hour week is granted them.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6—The CIO 
was critical today of defense pro- 
duction methods despite optimis- 
tic reports by Michael V. Di Salle, 
director of price stabilization, and 
Manly Fleischmann, head of. the 
National Production Authority.

Allies Might Grow Cool. 

If America’s allies lose the oil, 
the tin, the rubber and the ca- 
nals which they now control, they 
will be weaker allies, and there- 
fore America too, will be weaker. 

If the allies lose these things 
and think that America is at least 
partly responsible for the losses, 

‘then they will not wish to b 
allies at all. 

Thus if the safeguarding of 
the national security were the 
only problem to be dealt with, 
the policy the United States 
should pursue would also be 
clear. It would be to help Amer- 
ica’s allies maintain their special 
colonial positions regardless of 
the aspirations of native nation- 
alists. 

It can even be argued that this 
policy is an idealistic, as well as 
a realistic, one. For the West’s 
kind of a world is surely prefer- 
able to the Communists’ kind. It 
is better, not only for the West, 
but also for the natives as well. 
World rule by the Kremlin would 
soon put a grisly end to all 
dreams of national independence. 
Therefore, the United States is 
serving the best interests of the 
natives, as well as its own, in 
upholding its allies in their colo- 
nial positions. 

Cutting Off Own Noses. 

But the United States is con- 
fronted by a condition, not by a 
theory, and the condition is that 
the native nationalists are deter- 
mined to drive out their “im- 
perialist oppressors.” They are 
determined to drive them out at 
almost any ‘cost—even at almost 
any cost to themselves. They 
are not in the least impressed by 
the argument that they will be 
better off if they allow the “op- 
pressors” to stay, Native nation- 
alists demand that they 
allowed to cut off their noses, if 
they wish to do so, in order to 
spite their faces. 

This, then, is the 
which confronts America: 

The United States must help 
its allies to maintain at least cer- 
tain of their positions in colo- 
nial areas.

A $500,000,000 Error 

The half-billion-dollar controversy that is rag- 
ing over a proposed diversion of the Missouri 
river is an example of what can be expected to 
.happen when shoddy planning is temporized 
with. Richard G. Baumhoff told about it in a 
report from Bismarck, N.D. in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 

The idea of diverting the Missouri to irrigate 
a million acres in North Dakota was the brain 
child of W. Glenn Sloan, then an official of the 
Reclamation Bureau and father of the Sloan 
half of the Pick-Sloan plan. Mr. Sloan, however, 
did not trouble to find out in advance whether 
the land was fit for irrigation. Only after some- 
thing like a million dollars had been spent on 
the diversion project was it learned that much 
if not most of the land was unfit, 


Meanwhile the Army Engineers had tempo- 
rized with the diversion project, and had agreed 
to its inclusion in the Pick-Sloan plan, although 
they considered it a hare-brained scheme, be- 
cause they thought they could scuttle it or 
whittle it down to reasonable size before the 
Reclaination Bureau could get round to build- 
ing it. 

The bad faith with which they dealt with this 
project has now boomeranged. Reneging was 
easier to plan than to put into practice. For 
local interests have sprung up in support of 
the diversion and irrigation scheme, and have 
entrenched themselves. The _ Missouri-Souris 
Projects Association and the State Water Con- 
servation Commission of North Dakota oppose 
abandonment of the discredited project. They 
have hiréd Mr. Sloan himself to carry the fight 
against the .Reclamation Bureau. How much 
more involved a mess can it become, with a 
former’Reclamation Bureau official attacking the 
Bureau in behalf of a project which the Army 
Engineers accepted in the expectation of kill- 
ing it? 

This is not the kind of planning—or execution 
—which the Missouri valley needs, or can long 
endure without heavy cost. What do the mem- 
bers of Congress who voted funds for the Mis- 
souri diversion project, and entrusted it to the 
Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau, 
think of their handiwork now? 

Surely Congress can do better, and surely it 
ought to do so in the January session—before 
further delays can entrench further mistakes. 
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A Good Man Leaves Us

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Scandal and Challenge 


Washington University has acted decisively 


.to suppress a miniature West Point scandal. 


Five students have been dismissed after using 
a master key to obtain advance knowledge of 
examination questions. 

Chancellor Compton reports that cheating has 
become “widespread” in the last year or two, 
and he ascribes this to a general let-down in 
moral standards. The let-down, he says, has been 
induced by a feeling of insecurity in students 
caused by the uncertainties of the military draft 
and the gloomy world situation. 

The diagnosis is a plausible one. In a time 
of troubles there always is a special temptation 
to fatalism, cynicism and worse. “Eat, drink and 
be merry for tomorrow we die.” But trouble can 
also be a challenge, especially to the young. 
“Our chance is slim; let us make the most of it.” 

Then there is the appeal of idealism. “Our 
elders made a mess of the world: let us clean 
it up.” Where force has produced ruins, there 
is an obvious argument for a return to. high 
principles and hard work. 

We have much sympathy for the individgals 
caught at Washington—or at West Point and 
other places, for that matter. They have been 
victims of a campus system tolerated by their 
elders. Corrective action cannot end with their 
dismissal. Washington University acted with good 
sense in eliminating the football aspect of the 
problem, and«we feel sure it will act against 
other organizational pressures for cheating. 

Beyond that there is the task of emphasizing 
the challenge of the times, the cultivation of a 
spirit which, instead of stressing mere survival, 
looks to change and improvement. Here teach- 
ers can be neither skeptical nor timid. In spite 
of pressures, they must speak up for courage 
and reform. ' 

Their example is terribly important. 
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No Time for Further Study

suggests that the entire road question be held 
for “further study” until the 1953 Legislature 
meets. , 

No Legislature in recent years has given the 
highway problem so much study. Legislative 
leaders agree that inaction in this session, fol- 
lowing years of inaction and the cracking of 
our highways, might be tragic for the destiny 
of Missouri's road system. 

Instead of flatly opposing the whole program, 
the M.F.A. might reasonably have suggested re- 
visions in the bill's schedule of farm aruck fees. 
The bill would impose license fees of $20 to $600 
a year in place of the present $10 to $66, for 
farm trucks operated 30 miles from home. That 
seems steep. | 

As a practical matter, however, the $600 
would be charged for loaded trucks with a gross 
weight of 54,000 pounds or more. And virtually 
all Missouri farm trucks have a gross weight 
of 28,000 pounds or less. Fees for these would 
be far lower. 

The bill increasing all truck fees is only one 
part of & good roads program which would, 
among other things, allow the state to add 12,000 
miles of rural roads to the highway system in 
the next 10 years. That would help answer the 
constant demand of Missouri farmers to “get 
out of the mud.” It is hard to see how the M.F.A. 
position would help them do so. ~ 

Somebody has to pay for jmproved roads, and 
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farmers cannot be excluded. The Legislature's 
task is to see that the down payment is justly 
apportioned among all those who use the state 
road system. 
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All France Is Divided

What goes on in the Bourbon Palace may be 
somewhat obscured—so far as headlines go— 
by: the U.N. proceedings in the Trocadero a mile 
or so down the Seine, but that will not lessen its 
importance. If the Pleven Government falls off 
its wire in the middle of the act, it will mean 
trouble not only for France. 

The odds certainly are not against such a 
fall. This Government was formed only after the 
longest French constitutional crisis since the 
war. It began as another of those Third Force 
cabinets which have precaridusly held office in 
recent years. It was a coalition of the stronger 
parties of the center’ with limited Socialist sup- 
port. But the combination was quickly wrecked 
by the adroit maneuvers of the Gaullists on the 
right and the Communists on the left. 

The Gaullists introduced legislation for state 
aid to church schools, knowing that the Catholic 
Popular Republican deputies would vote for this 
even though it meant a split with the other 
Third Force parties. The Communists “then 
forced the Socialists to’ propose sliding scales 
of wages. This further split the Government, 
being approved on first reading by a new com- 
bination of Socialists, Popular Republicans, 
Gaullists and Communists over the protests of 
Premier Pleven. : 

The fall of the Government was prevented 
by a hasty alliance of M. Pleven and the Inde- 
pendents, a new and loose coalition of minor 
parties, and by adjournment. The new combina- 
tion is being called the Fourth Force, but the 
question is whether it will have any permanence. 

Unhappily, this reflects the serious splintering 
of the French people. Lack of political cohesion 
has been more or less the rule since the Na- 
poleonic wars. But today France needs most 
desperately tc recover her ancient national spirit, 
the spirit which once made her the first nation 
of Europe. 
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A Question of When 


The key words in Air Secretary Finletter’s 
remarks on atomic weapons undoubtedly were: 
“in years to come.” 

As with so many other official remarks on the 
subject, this qualifier is most apt to be forgotten. 
Many people will remember that Mr. Finletter, 
who is a sober and responsible person not given 
to extreme statements, has said that “a time of 
relative atomic plenty” will make tactical atomic 
weapons available for the battlefield “in import- 
ant quantities.’’ Not so many will remember that 
he said “we are moving into” such a time, or 
that he. said tactical A-bombs will be available 
“in years toy come.” 

There is no question that the practical impli- 
cations of the tactical bombs just tested at Las 
Vegas will deeply affect the whole nature of 
warfare. It cannot be doubted that when, as and 
if the United States possesses the “important 
quantities” of such weapons referred to” by Mr. 
Finletter, a revision of both strategic and tacti- 
cal concepts will have to be considered. 

Whether this revision in military thinking will 
“revolutionize” warfare, in the favorite phrase, 
the theorists can debate. For the ordinary citi- 
zen, the important point to remember is that 
the time for the revolution, if any, is not yet. 
Spectacular visions of push-button warfare with- 
out land armies must be put aside. No matter 
what the role of air power and atomic weapons 
may be in the future, for the present, as Mr. 
Finletter says, “it is absolutely necessary to have 
the proper number of divisions” to hold ground. 
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Unique Scientific Workshop 

The new clinic and research center at Central 
Institute for the Deaf represents a major addi- 
tion to the scientific facilities that have helped 
make St. Louis the outstanding medical center 
that it is. On that basis alone, it should prove 
a source of satisfaction to those who contributed 
to the $500,000 fund which made it possible. 

But there is more to it than that. This center 
is a unique workshop in which free scientists 
from all parts of the world can seek out the 
secrets of sound. The new knowledge gained 
will be applied in the treatment of speech and 
hearing defects of children both in St. Louis and 
far away, multiplying the institute's already far- 
reaching beneficial influence. 

The institute,-a Community Chest Agency, 
has come a long way since its beginning in 1914 
under the late Dr. Max A. Goldstein, who began 
teaching the deaf to speak and read lips in two 
small rooms above his office. He would have 
been thoroughly pleased with the new workshop. 
For it is an asset to the institute, to the city and 
to the world at large. St. Louisans can be proud 
of it. 
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Trap in a U.N. Draft Code 


Congressman Kersten of Wisconsin has stated 
that $100,000,000 in the new foreign aid act is 
intended to help the underground liberation 
movements behind the Iron Curtain... Yet the 
U.N. General Assembly, meeting this week in 
Paris, will have before it a code which would 
make such assistance an international crime. 

Section 5 of the draft code of “Offenses 
against the peace and security of mankind” out- 
laws “the undertaking or encouragement, by 
the authorities of a state, of terrorist activities 
in another state, or the toleration by the authori- 
ties of a state, or organized activities calculated 
to carry out terrorist acts in another state.” 

The language of this represents a Communist 
trap for the United States. It would not only 
forbid American aid to such groups as the Lith- 
uanian-American Council and the Polish-Amer- 
ican Council, but would outlaw “toleration” of 
their activities in trying to rescue people from 
the Red Baltic dictatorships. 

These organizations lay responsibility for the 
code’s language to Vespasian V. Pella, a rather 
mysterious representative of Communist Ro- 
mania. He denies thig, but. the language does 
follow that of a proposal which he made last year. 

However that may be, the practical results of 
such a code are easily discernible. The demo- 
cratic nations generally tolerate Communist par- 
ties, yet it would be illegal for them to tolerate 
-the democratic undergrounds which are not tol- 
erated by Russia and her allies. 

In an age of underground activity, it would 
be ridiculous for the United States to allow itself 
to be placed in a position where it might legally 
permit its enemies to operate but not its friends. 
Our representatives in the U.N, have little choice 
but to oppose the tricky code.

Many myths are circulating regarding 
the moral break-down which is building up 
so rapidly into a major issue for next 
year's campaign. There is much loose talk 
which assumes that corruption is confined 
to Washington. 

Political corruption is often worse 
around “county courthouses and city halls 
than at the national capital. Every experi- 
enced American knows that. 

Another myth is that corruption in gov- 
ernment is worse than ever before. That 
simply isn’t true, as 
any careful reading 
of realistic American 
history will show. 
Have those who fos- 
ter this myth forgot- 
ten the years of 
Mark Twain’s Gilded 
Age? 

Yet there are cer- 
tain undeniable facts 
about the current sit- 
uation which should 
not be shrugged off. 
The corruption is a 
reality. So is the de- 
cline of ethical stand- 
ards on the part of 
public servants. Much of this is-a conse- 
quence of declining ethical standards in 
business. Public officials don’t bribe them- 
selves. ; 

Power corrupts, and parties which stay 
in power too long—whether on national, 
state, county or municipal levels—prove 
the truth of Lord Acton’s aphorism. Pres- 
ident Truman’s message to Congress pro- 
posing a law to require all officers of the 
Government to make an annual public 
accounting of total income from all sources 
was ah implicit acknowledgemen{ that 
public suspicion of official corruption has 
reached a point where something must be 
done about it. 


Senator Douglas 


Gushing Expense Accounts 


What that something is to be, no one 
seems to know. Senator Douglas was aim- 
ing at the same evil when he proposed a 
curb on business expense accounts which 
would put a crimp in the methods of favor- 
seekers when cultivating legislators and 
public officials. 

«No one, however, seems to have taken 
his proposal seriously. What would Amer- 
ican country club, town club, night club 
life be without the gushing fountains of 
tax-deductible “business expense”? 

Perhaps the best prospect for a quick 
improvement at Washington would be a 
Republican victory next year. Yet that 
would deposit in the anterooms of govern- 
ment officials a new army of former Sen- 
ators, Representatives and bureau officers 
to expand the lucrative profession of ped- 
dling influence. 

Give the Republicans a few years in 
office and the Democrats will no longer 
have to go back to the Grant Administra- 
tion and Teapot Dome to work up their 
moral indignation. 


Now Who Holds the Purse? 


Corruption in government is one thing, 
and bad enough. Corruption of govern- 
ment is something else again, and as we 
see it, far more destructive. Yet little pub- 
lic attention is being paid to the corrup- 
tion of government which is gnawing away 
our political foundations. 

Instead of having “a government of 
laws, not of men,” we will the oppo- 
site. What then will have happened will 
not be simply nullification of a Pony of 
the Constitution; we have been d that 
to the second section of the Fourteenth 
Amendment ever since it was adopted. 
But the nation is now heading toward re- 
jection or nullification of the principle on 
which the whole Constitution rests.

tyrannies, executive or military. 

It is precisely this control which is being 
lost. The “defense” appropriations have 
shown this congressional helplessness so 
clearly that no one should be blind to it. 


When Senator Lodge announced reécent- 
‘vy that he would move for the creation of 
a joint committee to try to act as a watch- 
dog on military expenditures, he explained 
the need on the ground that “committees 
of Congress get a crack at these appropri- 
ations only once a year and then only for 
a few days. It is utterly impossible for 
them to go into detail.” 

Practically all proposals almed at econ- 
omy in federal expenditures float in a 
mist of unreality because they assume that 
the military billions, which Congress votes 
blindly, can’t be touched. The non-defense 
items in a budget now zooming toward 
the 100-billion-dollar mark are almost as 
much beyond control because of mutual 
log-rolling ‘‘““You vote for my bill and I'll 
vote for yours’). 


The Pentagon’s Own Ticket 


Congress insists that it is helpless with 
regard to that more than two thirds of 
the federal outlay which passes through 
military channels. There the Pentagon al- 
ready can virtually write its own ticket. 
That is hardly one step removed from mil- 
itary subversion of the civilian principle 
on which the whole constitutional struc- 
ture of the republic rests. What we boast 
of as our democratic self-government has 
been abdicated. 

What's to be done? We do not know. 
We applaud the dogged persistence and 
courage with which Senator Paul Douglas 
keeps trying to awaken a sense of shame 
among his colleagues while they deal with 
domestic appropriations. But we do not 
ex to see him bring many to the 
mourner’s bench. 


Nor is it likely, with the present demand 
for secrecy on military items, that the 
Pentagon will agree without a bitter strug- 
gle to make public the processes by which 
it arrives at its enomous demands. In 
some way, however, we believe that this 
corruption of the nature of our govern- 
ment requires a continuing nonpartisan re- 
view of all appropriation proposals which 
will give both Congress and the American 
people a grasp of what is involved in all 
such bills. 


One Kind@of Corruption

Could the Hoover Commission be re- 
vived to do that? It retains enormous 
public prestige. Could some outside re- 
search agency, such as the Brookings In- 
stitution or another formed for this pur- 
pose, do it? 

We would like to see a great national 
conference assembled for the consideration 
of this one fundamental problem—how to 
restore control of the national purse to 
the representatives of the people.

Between Book Ends 


A Child’s Kingdom of Evil 
CAGE OF DARKNESS, by Rene Masson, (Alfred A. 

Knopf, 266 paqs., $3.) 

This is the brutal story of a young gang 
in the back basements of Paris. It is a 
vivid picture of hopeless moral illness; 
the games of childhood become twisted 
into the intricate plots of unredeemable 
evil: knowledge learned in disillusion, 
pain, *hunger, is cunningly distorted in a 
gaine of death. 

The leader of the gang is Fleur whose 
only contact with reality is through mem- 
ories of her brother Gyuri. Gyurl was 
smart—he knew all the angles: his gang 
built the basement hideout which is now 
Fleur’s kingdom; they recruited the young 
ones, and taught them to know. anticipate, 
and defeat the enemy. But Gyuri waits 
death in prison for his Chloroform Mur- 
ders, and Fleur marks off the days to that 
doomed finality as another child would 
mark off the days to Christmas. 

The only way Fleur can reach him now 
is through her dreams; they meet on the 
rocky seashore; watch the endless, healing 

ocean, and walk into 

the waves. But wak- 
ing starts Fleur's 
brilliant, busy mind 
, again on its bitter 
game, and leaves the 
functioning of her 
heart as a betrayed 
illusion. So she plans 
and executes a ma- 
jor crime. She rules 
her boys with earned 
authority, she waits 
patiently for devel- 
opments, and impro- 
vises skillfully when 
things go wrong. 


Rene Masson All this goes on 


‘under the everyday living of that crowded 


slum. Fleur and her gang play, too—they 
play according to the rules. The detective 
who follows their gamé says,“ .. . there 
aré worse ones, old boy; there are some 
who play to live—not just for fun. And 
the key to their code is Evil.” 

Rene Masson would have been calléd a 
writer of promise by Dickens. Daumier 
would have been glad to illustrate his 
book. But Masson has twentieth century 
characteristics as well. Like other modern 
French writers his work has a cinematogra- 
phic element. He uses light, sound and 
smell vividly. Songs and games point up 
the stresses of his story. Like Faulkner he 
makes physical action suggest an inner 
state of being. The hopeless tensions of 
his urchin’'s minds and souls are shown 
through their wary activity on the street. 

To his picture of pitiful distorted chil- 
dren Masson adds a psychologist’s under- 
standing of how they got that way; and 
by his contrasting wealth and complete 
poverty he brings an element of the theo- 
logians’ condemnation of evil and the dis- 
tortion of human potentiality.

BARES $25,000 FRADD 


Two Insurance Company Em- 
ployes in New York Arrested 
for Theft. 


A St. Louis woman’s query 
about her husband’s insurance 
policies led yesterday to the ar- 
rest of two veteran employes of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co., it was reported from New 
York. They were accused of steal- 
ing $25,000 in company funds. 

The woman was Mrs. Daniel 
A. Callahan, whose name is not 
listed in directories here. The al- 
leged theft came to light when 
she wrote the company about two 
of her husband’s policies. 

Those arrested were identified 
as Eugene J. Carroll, 38 years old, 
a Metropolitan employe for 20 
years, and Richard Wilson, 36, 
an employe for 15 years. Both 
were company clerks. 

Assistant District Attorney Pe- 
ter D. Andreoli of New York said 
the two men had access to the 
company’s files of lapsed and 
long-matured policies. For three 
years, he said, they had been ob- 
taining names of persons who 
had money due, but could not be 
located by the company. They 
used the names to write the com- 
pany for remittances, Andreoli 
said. 


When queried by Mrs. Calla- 
han, the company found that 
checks for $333.16 and $421.88 
had been sent out last Jan. 2 
and were cashed two days later 
at a New York bank. The two 
defendants were held on charges 
of grand larceny and forgery.

Among other things, Truman 
told Allen that he considered the 
North Atlantic Pact one of the 
most important cornerstones for 
world peace, and that Eisen- 
hower’s leadership was essential 
to it. In fact, he praised Eisen- 
hower as one of the most con- 
structive forces in Europe. 

But he added that he was wor- 
ried by Republican statements 
that they had assurances Ike was 
available -for the G.O.P. nomina- 
tion; and he felt that both the 
United States and our Allies 
should know whether Ike was 
running the North Atlantic Pact 
or running for president. 

Truman suggested that the two 
were not compatible and that 
every move the General made in 
Paris would become a political 
issue back home if people felt he 
was a candidate. 

Wants To Finish Job. 

However, if Eisenhower really 
wanted to be President, Truman 
told George Allen that he would 
be much more at home in the 
Democratic party than with the 
Republicans. In that event, the 
President indicated that he would 
not have to run openly, but could 
be “summoned” to the presidency. 
In fact, Truman even hinted that 
he might like to make the nom- 
inating speech himself. 

The President then suggested 
that George Allen fly to Paris 
and have a heart-to-heart talk 
with Eisenhower. Allen in turn 
suggested that Mr. Truman write 
a friendly note in his own hand- 
writing, summarizing his views. 

George Allen delivered the note 
in Paris, and when he returned,

The chief problems being dis- 
cussed by Gen. Eisenhower and 
the President now are set forth 


in a secret report the General 
sent to the Pentagon on Oct. 22. 
In this he stated the European 
situation is so serious that mili- 
tary equipment to Europe should 
get priorities ahead of military 
equipment for the American 
Army, Navy and Air Force in the 
United States. 


It was this report, received by 
Gen. Omar Bradley, which caused 
him to go to the White House and 
recommend that Ike be called 
back for personal discussion. 
Here are the main points Eisen- 
hower has made: 


1. The European arms. pro- 
gram is going so slowly that no 
major-size European army will 
be complete until about 1954. 

. Our European Allies are 
lagging far behind in supply- 
ing manpower, partly because 
drafting manpower is an un- 
popular business, partly be- 
cause few weapons are on hand 
for the men to use after they 
are drafted. This is because 
United States shipments to 
NATO are way behind schedule. 
Eisenhower specifically men- 
tioned a full armored division 
which should have arrived some 
time ago, but hasn’t. He pointed 
out that other North Atlantic 
countries are using this as an 
excuse to renege on their own 
commitments. 


3. Eisenhower proposed, 
therefore, to organize imme- 
diately aysmall, compact fight- 
ing force, armed to the teeth 
with the most modern weapons. 
Such a force, even though 
small, would be more effective 
than waiting two years for a 
huge European army to be or- 
ganized. 


1952 the Crucial Year. 


One problem in the picture is | 


that the most critical year as far 
as Russia is concérned is consid- 
ered 1952. If the Red Army is to 
strike, military experts believe it 
will be in that year. And if Russia 
does not attack in 1952, Europe 
will then proceed with the long- 
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For instance, Eisenhower ‘has 
wanted French factories to build 
British jet engines. The British 
have produced the best jet engine 
so far, and Eisenhower wanted 
the French to piek up British 
blueprints and go ahead with pro- 
duction of the engine immediately 
instead of frittering around trying 
to develop a special French-de- 
signed engine. French pride, how- 
ever, interfered. 


The Italians, meanwhile, have 

been much more co-operative and 
will begin jet-plane production 
with British blueprints fairly 
soon. 
The. original plan for European 
rearmament called for arms to 
come in part from the United 
States, but only in part. The rest 
were to be supplied by the Euro- 
pean build-up. Both, however, 
have lagged. This is why Eisen- 
hower is urging that priorities on 
American arms be reversed. At 
present, the Korean war gets first 
priority, American troops in the 
United States second, and Euro- 
pean rearmament rank immediate- 
ly after the Korean war needs. In 
other words, American troops 
drafted to serve in the , United 
States would have to train with 
second-class equipment.

“All I can tell you for sure is 
that we didn’t have anything to 
do with it, no matter what Simon- 
ovich says,” Savoretti declared, 

For years immigration author- 
ities had tried to get Simonovich 
into this country for trial on four 
indictments charging smuggling 
conspiracies, but the Cuban gov- 
ernment refused to extradite Lim.

Some day a person may live 
with an extra heart grafted into 
his abdomen. Beating along in-

These prospects were put be- 
fore the -American college of 
surgeons today by two groups of 
researchers. 

The borrowed heart technique 
was worked out on dogs by seven 
University of California doctors. 
One of the main arteries of the 
donor dog is piped to an arterial 
main in the recipient dog, A big 
vein of the recipient is piped to 
the veins of the donor. The heart 


of the recipient is in effect short- 


circuited and drained of blood. 
The recipient dog’s heart thus is 
“dry” and can be worked on by 
the surgeon while the heart of the 
donor dog pumps blood for both 
animals. 

In the grafting of extra hearts, 
the heart of one dog is taken out 
and hooked to the veins and ar- 
teries of a second dog while a 
third animal is prepared to re- 
ceive the organ as a graft. The 
extra heart is installed in the 
abdominal area and hooked up to 
the animal's own circulatory 
system. 

Transplanted hearts so far will 
not beat regularly for longer than 
48 hours.

George Stovall, stormy petrel of the early days of the American 


League, and once playing-manager 
73 years old. Death occurred Mo 


Ia., according to the Associated Press. 


Stovall was born in Independ- 
ence, Mo., and began his base- 
ball career there with a semi- 
pro team in 1900. The-following 
year he played with Seattle of the 
old Northwestern League and in 
1904 managed Burlington. H 
contract was taken over by Cleve- 
land in July the same season 
and he soon succeeded Jim Mc- 
Guire as manager of the Ameri- 
can League club. He became man- 
ager of the Browns in mid-season 
1912 when Rhoderick (Bobby) 
Wallace was released. 

While the late Ban Johnson, 
president of the A. L., recognized 
the managerial qualities of the 
rough-and-ready Stovall, a first 
baseman, who could play any po- 
sition on the field, he had some 
misgivings about his conduct on 
the field.

You have not been dating long 
before someone is sure to sug- 
gest going to a place about 
which you have a question: Your 
parents may have put it “out of 
bounds.”

A boy or girl with faith in the 
future will hesitate to do any- 
thing that will jeopardize the 
goajs toward which he is striving.

Often 
behavior can be im- 
proved if you yourself pretend 
that the imaginary companion is 
doing all the “good” things that 
you want your child to do. 

Whether you encourage it or 
not, however, it is important not 
to worry about it or to believe 
that your child is doing something 
peculiar when he pretends in this 
way.
